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History Repeats Itself. 


In the carly days of the Republic when 
Blavery, brought to these shores by the early 
colonista and engrafted on the industrial sys- 
tem of the country by the cupidity of English 
traders and merchants, existed in nearly all 
the original thirteen States, it was regarded 
by the founders of the new nation as an un 
dieguised evil. Washington, Jefferson, and 
Madison, themselves slaveholders, looked 
upon it as the bane of the country, and as an 
acknowledged evil tolerated from the force of 
circumstances, but not to be fostered. They 
and their compeers denounced it as an anom- 
ala in a free government, a patent defect in 
our system, repugnant alike to the immortal 


letfer and spirit of the Declaration of Inde -- 


pendence and to common human right. This 
‘was the sentiment which prevailed not only 
among the leading spirits who founded the 
povesmment, but almost universally among 
the @itizens of the country at large. It was 
an evil to be gotten rid of as speedily as pos- 
Able. Acting upon this principle, and sided 
by the unprofitableness of slavery in the more 
northern States, these latter soon abolished 
it. But at the South where slave labor was 
profitable and for a long time believed to be 
the only means of successfully cultivating the 
soil, the system grew and gathered strength 
as dach decade rolled by and became firmly 
intertwined among the institutions of those 
States. Moral and political reasoning failed 
to overthrow or trench upon it. It found 
now among great minds defenders who up- 
held it, not as a necessary evil, but as a great 
blessing, and as an industrial institution en- 
titled to the fostering care of government. It 
van bleseing to the whites; a blessing to the 
blacks. It promoted industry, because the 
blacks were so shiftleas a race that except 
under the lash of the task-mastor they would 
not labor. The vast cotton fields, the tobacco 
and angar plantations, the rice grounds of the 
walarions regions, were pointed to as evidence 
of the industry promoted by slavery. But its 
advocates, receiving the condemnation of the 
civilised world, were driven to another ad- 
vauce, and rising with the emergency, de- 
fended their institution as one countenanced 
and sustained by Scriptural authority. Re- 
yardless or hecdless of the advancement made 
in civilizetion and enlightenment during four 
thonsand years, they reverted to the olden 
time when the Jews, the chesen people of 
God, held their fallow-men in bondage. From 
the sacred pulpit passages of Scripture were 
freely quoted to prove the divinity of slavery. 
The story of Hagar and Sarah was rehearsed 
as the strongest evidence of Heaven's approval 
of the institution, for, raid these teachers, did 
not the Angel of the Lord appeer unto the 
bond-woman, when she was fleeing from her 
bondage, and bid her return and submit her- 
self to her mistress. If slavery were wrong 
would the Augel thus have counseled a run- 
away slave? It was denominated a ‘‘patri- 
atcha! institution, because the patriarchs 
practiced and did not condemu it. It was no 
longer an evil to bo excused, palliated. and 
got rid of, buts choice blessing founded and 
epprobated by Heaven. Argument, reason, 
eivilization, moral reform and the universal 
aensa of civilized nations, were powerless to 
prevent ita increase and thundered against its 
intrenched battlements in vain. Slavery be- 
came the corner stone of the Southern polit- | 
ical and social, and even religious fabric. It 
was & source of political power to. the politi- a 
cians; of wealth to the planter; of strength 
aed anion to the Church. In its interest a 
gigantio rebellion was inaugurated and for 
vente maintsined, shaking the Republic to its 
foundations. 


The histery of the modern Mormonism, 
with its engrafted Polygamy, is but a briefer 
history of slavery.
